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WHAT  FRANCE  IS. 


The  American  soldiers  and  officers  who  are  fighting  at  our  side  in 
France,  unfortunately  cannot  spend  their  leave  or  convalescence  in  their 
own  country,  but  must  spend  it  in  France. 

It  occurred  to  the  National  Touring  Office  that  these  Americans  should 
have  a pamphlet,  which  would  describe  to  them,  on  general  lines  at  least, 
the  principal  regions  of  France.  Thus  they  could  more  easily  choose 
not  only  regions  in  harmony  with  their  tastes,  but  would  also  learn  to 
appreciate  the  more  our  country  in  its  extreme  diversity.  This  idea  gave 
rise  to  this  little  booklet,  which  the  difficulties  of  the  present  times  do  not 
permit  us  to  make, more  elaborate.  It  is  only  a simple  outline  of  the 
principal  characteristics  of  France  intended  to  help  our  American  friends 
to  select  from  the  immense  choice  of  localities  offered.  This  choice  being 
made,  local  guide-books,  which  can  be  found  at  the  offices  of  the  « Syndi- 
- cat  d’Initiative  » of  each  locality  or  at  the  Touring-Club  of  France, 
65,  Avenue  de  la  Grande- Armee,  Paris,  will  give  the  additional  informa- 
tion necessary. 

And  what  is  France?  Great  men  have  said  « Every  man  has-  two 
countries,  his  own  and  France  ! » Intellectually  and  morally  never  was 
a truer  word  spoken.  Physically,  it  is  evident  that  France,  bv  a wonder- 
ful will  of  destiny,  embodies  all  tbe  most  varied  aspects  of  other  coun- 
tries. 

Other  countries  have  mountains  or  plains,  lakes  or  forests,  sands  or 
prairies ; France  has  all  these  in  turn.  She  has  the  highest  peak  of  Europe, 
Mont  Blanc,  4,810  meters,  and  the  deepest  grottos  (Padirac)  where  flows 
a river  that  has  never  seen  the  light.  She  has  immense  wheat-fields 
(la  Beauce)  and  vineyards  such  as  exist  in  no  other  country  in  the  world 
(Bourgogne,  Bordelais,  Beaujolais,  Anjou,  etc.).  She  has  torrents,  cas- 
cades, lakes,  rivers,  streams,  water  in  abundance,  extinct  volcanes,  lava 
and  basalt.  She  has  watering-places  more  brilliant  than  any  other 
. country,  and  hot  springs  more  numerous  and  efficacious.  In  short  she 
is  the  country  of  history,  of  monuments,  of  curiosities  and  of  gaiety. 

And  all  these  aspects,  all  these  treasures  are^accessible  within  a 
few  hours  journey,  since  France  in  her  largest  dimension  is  only  1 ,000  kilo- 
meters. She  is  a condensation  of  ail  the  marvels  and  all  the  riches  of 
the  rest  of  the  globe.  Hence  the  envy  which  she  has  always  roused  in 
« the  people  of  prey  » ; hence  too,  in  part,  her  glory.

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GENERAL  INFORMATIONS 

ON  A SEJOURN  IN  FRANCE 


IMPORTANT.  — All  men  on  leave  must  carry  not  only  identity  papers 
but  a permit  in  due  form  issued  by  the  American  military  authorities.  In 
case  they  should  lose  this  paper  they  must  immediately  advise  the  nearest 
police  authorities.  (Commissariat  de  Police  or  Gendarmerie.) 

DIVISION  OF  FRANCE. — From  the  administrative  point  of  view 
French  territory  is  divided  into  departments.  Each  department  has  a prejet 
at  its  head,  and  is  divided  into  arrondissements  and  sous-prefedures, 
sub-divided  in  turn  into  communes;  the  administration  of  which  is  in 
the  hands  of  a mayor  (maire). 

POLICE.  - In  the  cities  the  police  is  under  the  control  of  a 
commissaire  de  police,  who  has  under  his  orders  the  gardiens  de  la  paix. 
In  the  communes  the  gendarmerie  fills  the  same  mission.  The  gardiens 
de  la  paix'and  the  gendarmes  have  the  right  to  deliver  contraventions 
(summons)  which  involve  proceedings  before  jthe  court.  One  must 
never  oppose  them,  under  pain  of  severe  punishment. 

The  commissaires  de  police  and  the  gendarmes  are  equally  authori- 
zed to  receive  the  complaints  of  people  who  have  suffered  damage. 

AUTO-CARS. — Before  the  war  the  railway  companies  had  organized 
auto-car  services,  espe'cially  in  the  touring  regions  popular  with  forei- 
gners. These  cars  ran  with  the  greatest  regularity  and  their  itinerary 
was  chosen  with  great  care.  Their  routes  led  through  the  most  interesting 
regions. 

In  certain  cases  the  auto-cars  connected  with  the  railways  enabled 
one  to  go  to  towns  or  baths  where  there  are  no  railways.  This  is  espe- 
cially the  case  in  mountainous  countries.  On  the  other  hand,  the  auto-car 
service  ran  excursions  in  most  of  the  towns  and  watering-places.  The 
route  and  prices  were  fixed  in  advance.  These  excursions  had  the  greatest 
success  because  of  the  relatively  small  price  asked. 

Since  the  war  a large  number  of  these  auto-car  services  have  been 
discontinued. 

TO  VISIT  A TOWN.  — Apply  to  the  «Syndicat  d’Initiative  » of  the 
locality.  This  organization  exists  in  most  towns  of  importance,  and  in 
all  watering-places  and  other  resorts.  In  the  absence  of  this  agency, 
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the  hotels  will  put  at  the  disposal  of  visitors,  employees  who  will  guide 
them  to  the  places  of  interest.  Besides,  many  towns  publish  guide-books 
which  give  all  the  information  useful  to  visitors.  These  books  can 
generally  be  purchased  for  a moderate  price. 

HOTELS  AND  RESTAURANTS.  -The hotel  -prices  vary  accor- 
ding to  importance  and  comfort.  The  price  is  fixed  by  the  day  and 
comprises  : room  and  meals,  breakfast,  lunch  and  dinner,  light  and 
heat.  Lunch  is  served  from  1 1 ,30  to  1 ,30,  and  dinner  from  7.00  to  8.30. 
Since  the  war  some  restrictions  have  been  imposed.  These  restrictions, 
which  vary  with  the  locality,  are  indicated  to  travellers,  who  should 
conform  to  them  strictly. 

The  boarding  price  can  be  discussed  with  the  hotel-keeper,  and  is 
generally  fixed  after  an  understanding. 

It  is  recommended  that  travellers  deposit  their  valuables  in  the  hotel 
safe. 

Travellers  will  usually  find,  at  the  station,  omnibuses  belonging  to 
the  hotels  they  have  selected. 

In  case  travellers  meet  with  difficulties,  either  in  the  choice  of  a hotel, 
or  their  treatment  by  the  hotel  management,  they  should  apply  to  theS.  I. 
or,  if  there  is  none,  to  the  Maine  or  the  Commissariat  de  Police. 

Restaurants  are  under  the  same  rules  with  regard  to  restrictions  and 
hours  of  meals  as  the  hotels.  Generally  prices  are  indicated  whether 
the  meal  is  ordered  table  d’hote  or  a la  carte. 

CHANGE.  — The  changing  of  American,  and  English  money  is  easy. 
It  is -nevertheless  a good  thing  to  have  some  small  change  on  arriving  in  a 
locality  for  first  expenses  (duty,  carriages,  tips,  etc.). 

BANKS.  — It  is  not  necessary  to  give  to  foreigners  coming  to  France 
complicated  details  and  explanations  concerning  the  banking  laws.  A 
few  remarks,  however,  are  useful. 

CHEQUES  . — The  use  of  the  check  in  France  is  not  as  extensive  as  in 
America  or  England.  Except  in  the  large  cities,  the  check  is  practi- 
cally unknown,  and  even  there,  large  payments  are  generally  made  in 
cash. 

The  checks  must  be  stamped  for  ten  or  twenty  centimes.  The  ten 
centime  stamp  is  used  for  checks  payable  in  the  same  town  where  th^y 
are  drawn  ; for  the  checks  payable  outside  the  town  a twenty  centime 
stamp  is  necessary.  Do  not  forget  to  write  out  the  date  in  full.  The

endorsement  of  a check  by  the  person  who  has  received  it  and  presents 
- it  for  payment,  must  be  made  m the  following  form  : 

« Pour  acquit  : Pans,  le  20  aout  1915  ». 

A person  having  an  account  in  Chicago  and  desiring  to  draw  a check 
on  France,  must  first  of  all  send  his  check-book  to  the  French  fiscal  ser- 
vice, in  charge  of  stamp  regulations. 

This  service  called  « Enregistrement  Domaine  et  Timbre  »,  will 
stamp  every  check  with  a twenty  centime  stamp.  It  is  well  to  mention 
that  if  one  wishes  to  avoid  difficulties  in  time  of  payment  of  these  checks, 
it  is  advisable  for  the  client  to  ask  his  banker  in  Chicago  to  give  instruc- 
tions to  a correspondent  in  France  so  that  the  check  should  be  paid  on 
presentation.  In  practice  American  banks  open  accounts  to  their 
clients,  and  difficulties  are  thus  avoided. 

MONEY.  — The  French  monetary  unit  is  th e franc.  The  franc  is 
practically  the  equivalent  of  twenty  cents,  estimating  the  dollar  as  five 
francs. 

Exchange  varies  each  day  in  France,  in  the  United  States  and  in 
England.  But  to  keep  within  the  boundaries  of  this  booklet  it  will  be 
sufficient  to  say  that  one  may,  as  a general  rule,  rely  on  the  exchange 
given  by  the  Banks. 

Division  of  the  Franc.  — One  hundred  centimes,  (it  should  be  noted 
that  the  coins  employed  practically  are  five  and  ten  centime  pieces.)  Often 
also  one  calculates  m « sous'”.  A sou  is  equal  to  five  centimes  or  one 
cent,  and  the  franc  is  twenty  sous.  It  is  chiefly  in  the  rparkets,  cafes  and 
stations,  that  one  reckons  in  sous. 

Since  the  war  small  change  has  become  scarce  and  many  large  cities 
of  France  have  been  authorized  to  issue  fifty  centime  notes,  and  one  and 
two  franc  notes.  It  should  be  noted  that  these  notes  are  in  circulation 
only  in  the  town  in  which  they  have  been  issued  and  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood.  They  cannot  be  exchanged  in  any  other  towns. 

The  French  bank-notes  are  of  five,  ten,  twenty,  fifty,  one  hundred, 
five  hundred  and  one  thousand  francs.  They  are  legal  currency  in  all 
France. 

Gold  pieces  have  almost  all  been  turned  back  into  the  treasury,  though 
they  still  form  part  of  the  legal  currency.  These  pieces  are  of  ten  and 
twenty,  francs.  Forty,  fifty  and  one  hundred  franc  pieces  also  exist, 
but  in  practice,  one  finds  them  very  rarely. 

In  the  course  of  the  war  nickel  pieces  of  twenty-five,  ten,  and  five 
centimes  have  been  issued.  The  first  twenty-five  centimes  piece  in 
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nickel  had  no  hole  in  the  middle 

as  it  has  now.  A certain  number  of 

these  twenty-five  centime 

pieces 

without  holes  are  still  in  circulation. 

i hey  should  not  be  confused  with  the  franc  pieces  in  silver.

Remark.  — - I he  legal  French  expression  for  weight  is  the  kilogram 
and  derm-kilogram  (half-kilogram);  and  for  money,  francs  and  centimes. 

But  in  everyday  language  expressions  such  as  « six  sous  la  hvre  » 
(six  sous  a. pound)  are  used  instead  of  « 30  centimes  le  demi-kilogramme  » 
(30  centimes  the  half  kilogram). 
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TIME 

Since  1909,  the  hours  are  officially  numbered  in  France  from  0 to  24  (Railway-time).  But 
the  people  have  kept  the  habit  of  counting  from  0 to  12,  adding  in  “ the  morning,  after- 
noon or  e/a oing  ” (du  matin,  de  J’apres-midi,  du  soir).

POST,  TELEGRAPH  AND  TELEPHONE.  — General  informa- 
tion : The  post  offices  are  generally  closed  at  seven  o’clock  in  the 
evening  and  on  Sunday  at  midday  (For  telegrams  apply  at  the  central 
post  offices  when  the  others  are  closed). 

Letter-boxes  : Rather  small  and  not  very  conspicuous  ; generally 
painted  blue  with  white  letters.  They  are  usually  found  outside  tobacco- 
shops  or  on  posts  in  the  squares.  On  the  boxes  there  is  a notice  indica- 
ting the  hours  of  collection,  but  for  urgent  letters,  it  is  better  to  post  them 
in  the  Post  Office. 

Stamps : Letters  and  ordinary  communications  :

ordinary 'postage  plus  20  centimes  for  five  hundred  francs,  and  IQ  cen- 
times for  each  additional  five  hundred  francs. 

Registered  letter  : 40  centimes. 

Pneumatiques  : A special  letter  sent  by  compressed  air  service  which 
is  delivered  within  two  hours  of  the  time  it  is  sent.  It  can  be  sent  in  P ans 
and  from  Paris  to  certain  parts  of  the  department  of  the  Seme  and  vice- 
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versa.  It  must  be  mailed  in  a special  box  in  the  post  office  and  costs 
40  centimes. 

Money  Order  : Up  to  twenty  francs,  10  centimes  for  each  five  francs. 

From  20  to  50  francs 35  centimes. 

From  50  to  100  francs 60  — 

From  100  to  500  francs 85  — 

From  300  to  500  francs 1 franc  10  — 

For  one  hundred  francs  and  over  it  is  more  economical  to  send  the 
money  by  an  insured  letter,  or  « mandat-carte  » or  « mandat-lettre  » 
(payment  made  on  delivery  of  the  card  or  the  letter). 

There  are  also  « Bons  de  Postes  » and  international  money-orders- 
Umted  States,  10  centimes  for  each  ten  francs,  maximum  100  dollars  ,* 
England,  10  centimes  for  each  ten  francs,  maximum  40  lbs.  sterling. 

« Echantillon  » (samples),  from  0 to  50,  grams  10  centimes,  for  each 
50  grams  above,  five  centimes  ; no  extra  charge  for  foreign  post.  Regis- 
tered Echantillon  : for  France  10  centimes,  abroad  25  centimes. 

Printed  Matter,  and  visiting  cards,  maximum  3 kilograms,  foreign 
2 kilograms,  length  45  centimeters,  circumference  75  centimeters.  Price, 
for  sealed  envelopes,  from  0 to  50  grams,  five  centimes  ; from  50  to  100 
grams, ten  centimes;  from  100 to  200  grams,  fifteen  centimes  ; for  each 
additional  fifty  grammes  five  centimes  extra.  In  unsealed  envelopes 
for  100  grams  or  under,  five  centimes.

For  Paris  add  the  number  of  the  arrondissement  (as,  Paris  ler).  Let- 
ters should  not  contain  bank  notes  or  checks  or  any  other  objects.  Pos- 
tage stamps  are  sold  in  cigar  stores  as  well  as  in  the  post  office. 

Military  correspondence.  — Letters  sent  to  the  army  are  not  stamped. 
For  directions  for  sending  parcels  to  soldiers,  and  letters  and  parcels  to 
prisoners  apply  to  the  post  office.  For  any  postal  matter  be  provided 
with  papers  of  identity  in  due  form. 


REGION  1. 


BRITTANY 


THE  CALVARY  OF  GUIMILHIAU  NEAR  LANDIVISIAU 
A CELEBRATED  WORK  REPRESENTING  THE  LIFE  OF  CHRIST 


A country  of  granite,  of  angry  seas  and  romantic  legends,  Brittany  is  one 
of  the  most  picturesque  provinces  of  France.  This  country  with  its  foundation 
of  granite,  under  the  dark  verdure  of  the  oaks  and  its  golden  carpets  of  gorse, 
gives  birth  to  a race  of  bold  sailors,  and  of  adventurous  fishermen.  This  land 
is  one  of  the  richest  in  the  world  in  historic  and  prehistoric  memories. 

The  interior  of  Brittany  is  a plateau  country  cut  by  streams,  with  low  moun- 
tains, moors,  beautiful  waters  and  rocks.  The  coast  of  Brittany  is  marvellously 
indented  by  capes,  creeks,  bays  and  estuaries.  It  is  unique. 

Great  curiosities  : The  most  curious  points  of  the  coast  of  Brittany  are  : 
the  bay  of  Cancale  and  the  point  of  Grouin,  the  roads  of  Saint-Malo,  the  estuary 
of  the  Ranee,  cape  Frehel,  the  bay  of  Saint-Brieuc,  the  isle  of  Brehat, 
the  rocks  of  Ploumanach  and  Tregastel,  the  point  of  Primel,  the  estuary  and 
river  of  Morlaix,  Roscoff  and  the  isle  of  Batz,  the  rocks  of  Brignogan  and  of 
the  Aber-Wrach,  the  point  of  Saint-Mathieu,  the  roads  of  Brest.  More  toward 
the  South,  the  grottos  of  Morgat — the  bay  of  Douarnenez,  the  point  of  Raz 
the  rocks  of  Penmarch,  the  gulf  of  V annes,  etc. 

Old  fortified  towns  : Vitre,  Fougeres,  Saint-Malo,  Dinan,  Morlaix, 
Carhaix,  Quimper,  Concarneau,  Pontivy,  Vannes,  etc.,  are  very  numerous. 
There  are  also  many  ancient  castles,  churches,  and  cathedrals.  The 
country  abounds  with  « calvaires  »,  of  which  three  of  the  most  famous  are  in 
he  « Finistere  »,  at  Saint-Thegounec,  Guimilhiau  and  Plougastel.  Brittany 
has  many  « menhirs  » and  « dolmens  » (Carnac  and  Locmariaquer). 


REGION  2.  NORMANDY 


MONT  SAINT-MI CH EL.  ONE  OF  THE  MOST  REMARKABLE  MONUMENTS 
OF  FRENCH  MILITARY  AND  MONASTIC  ARCHITECTURE 

A country  of  rich  pastures  and  fashionable  sea-side  resorts,  Normandy 
is  a land  blessed  of  Heaven.  The  richness  of  its  privileged  soil,  its  numerous 
and  handsome  cattle,  its  famous  breeds  of  horses,  its  cool  valleys,  its  coast 
renowned  for  its  sea-side  resorts,  make  it  one  of  the  most  admirable 
provinces  of  France,  to  say  nothing  of  its  numerous  monuments  of  special 
attraction. 

Great  curiosities  : No  region  is  more  adorned  by  nature.  In  the  midst  of 
the  country,  which  assumes  the  various  aspects  termed  of  « Petite  Suisse  » and 
« Bocage  Normand  »,  on  the  granite  soil  of  Vire,  Alenqon,  Domfront,  Mortain, 
around  the  hot  springs  of  Bagnoles-de-l’Orne,  artistic  towns  arise  at  every 
step  : Rouen,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  towns  of  France,  with  its  justly  famous 
monuments  : the  cathedral,  the  churches  of  Saint-Ouen  and  Saint-Maclou,  the 
Pal  ace  of  Justice,  its  port,  which  the  war  has  made  one  of  the  first  in  Europe; 
Caen  « the  Norman  Athens  ”,  with  its  roman  churches,  its  Renaissance 
hotels,  and  its  ancient  houses;  the  great  cathedrals  of  Sees,  Evreux,  Bayeux, 
and  Coutances;  the  feudal  ruins  of  Arques,  of  Chateau-Gaillard,  of  Falaise; 
the  abbeys  of  Jumieges,  Samt-Wandrille,  the  mediaeval  streets  of  Lisieux. 

Numerous  sea-side  places  follow  one  another  almost  without  interruption  ; 
Dieppe,  Saint-Valery,  Fecamp,  Etretat,  Le  Havre  and  Sainte-Adresse,  Hon- 
fleur,  Trouville,  Deauville,  Villers,  Houlgate,  Cabourg,  Cherbourg,  Granville. 
Then  in  the  middle  of  a deep  bay  the  Mont  Saint-Michel  springs  up,  justly 
named  « the  marvel  of  the  West  ». 


REGION  3.  — PARIS  AND  THE  ENVIRONS 


THE  PALACE  OF  VERSAILLES,  18  KILOMETRES  FROM  PARIS 
HOME  OF  THE  KINGS  OF  FRANCE  IN  THE  17th,  18th  AND  19Ul  CENTURIES 


A town  of  grandeur,  grace  and  wit,  Paris  plays  in  France  a part  which  has 
no  equal  in  any  other  country,  it  may  be  considered  in  many  respects  as  the 
chief  town  in  Europe  and  one  of  the  first  in  the  world.  Its  qualities  are 
eminently  national  and  are  the  outcome  of  ten  centuries  of  taste. 

It  is  absolutely  impossible  to  describe  in  a few  lines  the  exceptional  attrac- 
tions of  Paris  which  the  whole  world  admires  or  envies.  The  prospects  of 
Paris,  that  of  the  Champs-Elysees,  seen  from  the  Tuilleries  or  from  the  Arc 
de  Triomphe  ; of  Notre-Dame  and  the  point  of  the  Cite  seen  from  the  Pont  de 
la  Concorde;  of  the  Seine,  of  the  Institut  and  the  Louvre  seen  from  the  plat- 
form of  the  Pont-Neuf ; of  Notre-Dame  and  the  quays  seen  from  the  point  of 
lie  Saint-Louis;  the  entire  panorama  of  the  town  as  seen  from  the  heights 
of  Montmartre;  the  Avenue  du  Bois  de  Boulogne  itself,  etc.,  are  beyond  com- 
parison. 

The  historic  monuments  are  of  inestimable  value,  and  the  museums  con- 
tain the  most  famous  treasures  of  art. 

The  environs  of  Paris  add  the  charm  of  their  scenery  to  the  world-wide 
celebrity  of  their  parks  and  castles.  Versailles  whose  park  and  palace  recall 
the  beautiful  period  of  Louis  XIV;  Saint-Germain  with  its  castle  and  forest; 
Rambouillet,  Fontainebleau, Chartres,  with  its  marvellous  cathedral,  and  so  on, 
form  a belt  around  the  French  capital,  such  as  no  other  capital  in  the  world 
possesses. 


REGION  4. 


ANJOU,  MAINE  AND  TOURAINE 


CHENONCEAUX  CASTLE.  ONE  OF  THE  MOST  REMARKABLE  « CHATEAUX  » 

OF  FRANCE,  BOTH  FOR  ITS  ARCHITECTURE  AND  ITS  SITUATION 

A district  of  castles  and  the  garden  of  France,  these  provinces,  which  play 
such  a large  roll  in  history,  form  a region  more  sumptuous  than  all  others,  due 
to  the  richness  of  the  soil,  the  beauty  of  the  fields  and  the  fruits,  and  to  the 
splendor  of  the  dwellings  which  were  built  there  during  the  Renaissance.  The 
trip  through  « the  Chateaux  ol  the  Loire  » is  world-famous. 

Important  sights.  1 he  principal  « chateaux  » are  : In  the  region  of  Blois; 
Chambord,  the  marvel  of  the  Renaissance  ; C-heverny,  and  Chaumont.  In  the 
neighborhood  of  Tours,  in  the  valley  of  the  Loire,  Amboise,  the  home  of  Charles 
the  Eighth ; Langeais,  dating  from  the  feudal  ages;  Villandry,  Usse,  and  Luynes; 
in  the  valley  of  the  Vienne,  Chinon,  where  the  first  interview  of  Joan  of  Arc 
and  Charles  VII  took  place;  in  the  valley  of  the  Indre,  Azay-Ie-Rideau  which 
contains  a museum  of  the  Renaissance  ; Loches  where  Agnes  Sorel  lived  ; in 
the  valley  of  the  Cher,  Chenonceaux,  built  on  a bridge  over  the  bed  of  the 
stream;  and  Valen^ay.  In  the  neighborhood  of  Saumur  and  Angers,  Mon- 
treuil-Bellay,  Brissac,  Serrant,  Durtal. 

The  large  towns  here  are  all  very  interesting.  Angers  has  a castle  dating 
from  the  middle-ages,  a fine  cathedral,  many  old  houses  and  large  industrial 
plants.  Saumur  is  crowned  by  an  imposing  feudal  castle,  and  has  a beautiful 
Hotel  de  Ville,  or  town-hall. 

The  Cathedral  of  Saint-Gatien  at  Tours  is  one  of  the  finest  in  France. 
The  castle  of  Blois  is  a splendid  testimonial  of  the  great  days  of  Louis  XII 
and  Francis  the  First.  Finally  Orleans,  with  its  cathedral,  its  Renaissance 
town-hall  and  the  immortal  souvenirs  of  Joan  of  Arc 


REGION  5. 


SOLOGNE  AND  BERRY 


BOURGES  CATHEDRAL 

ONE  OF  THE  MOST  BEAUTIFUL  MONUMENTS  OF  FRANCE  (12th  CENTURY) 


Abounding  in  woods  and  ponds,  these  countries  are  excellent  for  hunting  and 
cultivation.  Sologne  does  not  afford  many  places  remarkable  in  them-selves, 
but  its  general  character  and  tone  appeal  to  the  imagination  of  artists.  A large 
number  of  beautiful  estates  are  located  in  this  province,  they  are  mostly  used 
as  hunting  centres,  for  game  is  extremely  abundant. 

Berry  is  a land  of  rich  agriculture  and  cattle-raising,  and  is  cut  by  four 
beautiful  rivers  : the  Creuse,  the  Indre,  the  Cher,  and  the  Allier. 

The  Valley  of  the  Creuse  is  remarkable  on  account  of  its  picturesque  sights 
and  its  old  chateaux.  Travellers  visit  chiefly  the  little  town  of  Argenton,  Gar- 
gilesse,  where  George  Sand  wrote  her  famous  romances,  and  the  ruins  of 
Crozan. 

The  chief  town  of  Berry  is  Bourges,  a veritable  city  of  art.  The  Cathedral 
of  Saint-Etienne  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  largest  of  all  Gothic  churches 
and  is  famous  for  its  five-fold  portal  and  its  stained-glass  windows.  Among 
other  things  are  the  palace  of  Jacques  Coeur  which  is  one  of  the  chief  works 
of  civil  architecture  of  the  fifteenth  century,  the  hotels  of  Lallemand  and  Cuios 
which  are  widely  known.  Between  Bourges  and  Vierzon  lies  Mehun-sur-Yiere, 
where  King  Charles  VII  died. 

South  of  Berry  is  the  industrial  town  of  Montlucpon,  near  which  is  the  water- 
ing-place, Neris. 


REGION  6.  - BURGUNDY  AND  MORVAN 


THE  HOSPITAL  OF  BEAUNE  BUILT  IN  1443  AND  ADMIRABLY  PRESERVED 
THE  HOSPITAL  IS  THE  OWNER  OF  GREAT  VINEYARDS,  CELEBRATED 
THROUGHOUT  THE  ENTIRE  WORLD 


A land  of  ancient  monuments,  of  great  vineyards  and  pastures,  Burgundy 
and  Nivernais,  including  the  picturesque  mountains  of  Morvan,  should  be  seen, 
not  only  for  their  natural  charms,  but  also  for  their  historic  monuments. 

The  principal  places  to  visit  are  : Sens,  with  the  Cathedral  of  Saint-Etienne; 
the  church  of  Saint-Germain  at  Auxerre  ; Vezelay,  whose  Basilica  of  the  Made- 
leine is  one  of  the  master-pieces  of  Roman  architecture  in  France  ; the  celebra- 
ted hospital  of  Beaune,  one  of  the  famous  creations  of  the  15  th  century  ; the 
city  of  Bourg,  and  the  church  of  Brou  near  by,  which  is  a marvel  of  Gothic  art 
and  marble  sculpture.  It  might  be  added  that  Bourg  is  the  centre  of  Bresse, 
famous  among  all  connoisseurs  for  its  poultry. 

Beside  these  places  should  be  mentioned  : Dijon,  the  ancient  capital  of  the 
Duchy  of  Burgundy,  one  of  the  most  powerful  states  in  Europe  in  the  Middle 
Ages,  with  its  monuments  of  great  interest  and  its  famous  products  ; Semur 
one  of  the  most  picturesque  towns  of  France  ; Autun,  celebrated  of  old  for  its 
schools,  which  won  for  it  the  name  of  « Rival  of  Rome  » ; Le  Creusot,  the 
great  metalurgical  centre;  Avallon,  where  are  the  grottos  of  Arcy,  the  castle 
of  Chastellux  and  the  lake  of  Lettons  ; Chateau-Chinon,  situated  on  a peak  ; 
Saint-Honore-les-Bains,  a watering  place ; Nevers,  the  old  capital  of  Nivernais, 
which  includes  a Ducal  Palace,  and  collections  of  celebrated  Nevers  pottery,  and 
in  the  near  neighborhood  of  which  is  the  watering-place  of  Pougues. 


REGION  7.—  FRANCHE-COMTE  AND  JURA  MONTS 


THE  BASIN  OF  THE  DOUBS 

ONE  OF  THE  MOST  PICTURESQUE  SITES  OF  FRANCHE-COMTE 


This  is  a country  of  great  pine  forests,  lakes  and  cascades,  and  merits  the 
attention  of  travellers  on  account  of  the  infinite  and  restful  charm  of  its  gra- 
cious landscape.  It  is  celebrated  everywhere  for  the  beauty  of  its  vast  pine 
forests,  the  poetry  of  its  mirror-lakes,  and  the  splendor  of  its  waterfalls,  of 
which  that  of  the  Doubs  River  is  the  most  famous. 

It  might  be  added  that  the  soil  is  rich  there,  and  from  the  point  of  view  of 
epicures  an  excellent  table  due  to  delicious  natural  products,  is  generally 
found  at  the  restaurants  and  hotels. 

Let  us  mention  some  of  the  best  known  towns  of  this  splendid  region  : 
Besan^on,  an  old  and  interesting  town,  contains  Roman  monuments  and  the 
Granvelle  Palace,  dating  from  the  16  th  century.  It  is  a watering  place  and  an 
important  touring  centre.  Notable  are  the  sources  of  the  Loue,  the  basin  and 
falls  of  the  Doubs,  the  « Col  des  Roches  »,  etc. ; Pontarlier,  with  the  gorges  of 
the  Larmont,  Saint-Point  lake  and  the  sources  of  the  Doubs  river  ; Sahns,  a 
watering  place  ; Mount  Pouget,  and  the  sources  of  the  Lison ; Lons-le-Saumer 
a watering  place,  and  'the  Baume  Rocks.  Champagnole,  with  the  ruins  of 
Am,  and  the  Cascades  of  the  Herisson  ; the  Valley  of  Moret,  Les  Rousses  (alti- 
tude 1.110  meters)  ; the  ascent  of  Mt.  Dole  (altitude  1 .680  meters),  which  gives 
a most  beautiful  view  of  the  Jura  ; Saint-Claude,  with  the  cathedral  of  Saint- 
Peter,  and  the  remains  of  an  abbey  of  the  Middle  Ages  ; the  « Col  de  la  Faucille  » 
(pass)  (altitude  1.323  meters);  Nantua,  with  its  lake  and  the  Ain  mountains. 


REGION  8. 


POITOU,  SAINTONGE,  ANGOUMOIS 


ENTRANCE  TO  THE  OLD  PORT  OF  LA  ROCHELLE 
A PICTURESQUE  HARBOUR,  ALWAYS  FULL  OF  ANIMATION 

Many  antiquities  mark  this  section  ; its  great  beaches  along  the  northern 
coast  of  the  ocean,  the  presence  of  superb  ruins  and  admirable  Roman 
churches,  make  it  a most  attractive  place  to  visit.  The  sea  draws  a ^rsat 
number  of  bathers,  who  favor  the  reputed  bathing  resorts,  such  as  Porni  Les 
Sables-d’Olonne,  and  La  Rochelle  which  still  shows  signs  of  the  famous  siege 
by  Richelieu,  La  Pallice,  Fouras,  Ronce-les-Bains  and  finally  Royan,  the 
most  important  resort  of  the  southwest. 

In  the  interior,  many  ancient  towns  bear  the  imprints  of  the  past.  Thouars 
with  its  Renaissance  castle  ; Parthenay  and  the  picturesque  Saint-Jacques  gate- 
way. The  beautiful  castle  of  Saint-Loup-sur-Thouet.  The  old  12  th  century 
dungeon  at  Niort.  The  rums  of  the  Chateau  of  Lavardin  The  abbey  of  Mail- 
Ierais  and  above  all  the  old  Chateau  of  Montreuil-Bellay  of  the  15  th  century, 
which  dominates  the  entire  Valley  of  the  Thouet. 

Beside  these  may  be  mentioned  the  Roman  antiquities  of  Saintes  with  its 
arch  of  Germanicus  and  its  arena;  Clisson  and  the  ruins  of  its  old  castle  burned 
during  the  revolution  ; the  castle  of  Tiffauges  with  its  strange  legend  of  Gille 
de  Retz,  the  bluebeard  ! Loudun,  and  Poitiers  with  its  churches  of  the  1 1 th 
and  12  th  centuries,  and  the  fine  remains  of  its  ramparts 

The  part  of  the  country  approaching  Bordeaux,  is  that  of  Angoumois 
an  industrial  region,  which  carries  on  a large  commerce  in  liquors  and  brandy. 
It  is  there  that  the  « fine  champagne  »,  which  is  known  the  world  over,  is 
distilled. 


REGION  9.  — LIMOUSIN,  PERIGORD,  QUERCY 


UZERCHE.  A PICTURESQUE  TOWN  LOCATED  ON  A ROCKY  SPUR  ALMOST 
COMPLETELY  SURROUNDED  BY  THE  VEZERE  RIVER 


Countries  of  chestnut-trees,  of  caves,  and  of  rivers,  very  varied  in  their 
aspects  but  very  attractive  both  for  their  landscapes  and  their  monuments. 
Countries  moreover  of  original  characteristics  that  remind  us,  in  many  ways 
of  certain  provinces  of  Southern  France. 

The  chief  curiosities  of  Limousin  are  : Limoges,  celebrated  for  its  artistic 
china,  its  beautiful  cathedral,  and  the  ruins  of  Chalusset  m the  environs  ; 
Aubusson,  which  possesses  a carpet  and  tapestry  factory  universally  renowned; 
Uzerche,  old  town  on  the  Vezere;  Brive,  a wonderful  centre  for  excursions  to 
Gimel,  Aubazine,  Argentat,  the  rums  of  Merle,  Tulle,  etc. 

In  Perigord,  one  must  visit  Perigueux,  its  Saint-Front  cathedral  with 
cupolas,  the  Barriere  castle  and  the  Roman  ruins.  One  must  travel  through  the 
valley  of  the  Droune  (Bourdeille  and  Brantome);  the  valley  of  the  Vezere;  the 
Eyzies,  celebrated  for  prehistoric  studies  (grottos  with  paintings) ; the  lovely 
sites  of  the  valley  of  the  Dordogne  : the  chateaux  of  Beyrac,  Payrac  and  Cas- 
telnau;  Laroque-Gageac,  Domme;  the  chateau  of  Fenelon. 

Le  Quercy,  an  extremely  curious  country,  holds  the  town  of  Cahors  with 
its  numerous  ancient  monuments,  the  fortihed  bridge  of  Valentre  ; there  is  a 
very  picturesque  journey  to  make  from  Cahors  to  Capdenac,  to  Figeac  (original 
village  of  Saint-Cirq-la-Popie).  In  the  North  of  the  department  of  the  Lot 
one  finds  Rocamadour  with  its  fantastic  outline,  the  grottos  of  Lacave,  the 
underground  river  of  Padirac,  and  the  beautiful  landscape  of  the  valley 
of  the  Dordogne  (cirque  of  Montvalent,  Carennac,  Bretenoux,  etc.). 


REGION  10.  — AUVERGNE  AND  CENTRAL  PLATEAU 


LE  PUY  : ONE  OF  THE  MOST  CURIOUS  TOWNS  OF  THE  CENTRAL  PART  OF  FRANCE 
AND  WHICH  BEST  CHARACTERISES  THE  VOLCANIC  REGION 

A country  of  volcanes  and  hot  springs,  this  region  has  very  peculiar 'charac- 
teristics, sometimes  even  fantastic.  The  valleys  are  extremely  graceful  and 
the  summits  which  rise  proudly  in  the  clouds  allow  of  easy  ascensions. 

After  Vichy,  town  of  world-wide  reputation,  here  are  the  well-known  hot 
springs  : La  Bourboule,  Le  Mont-Dore  and  Saint-Nectaire,  all  near  one  ano- 
ther. Here  is  the  picturesque  town  of  Thiers,  celebrated  for  its  cutlery  works. 
Here  is  the  Chaise-Dieu,  which  holds  incomparable  tapestries. 

Riom,  with  its  ancient  churches  and  the  ruins  of  the  abbey  of  Mozac,  Cha- 
tel-Guyon  renowned  for  its  waters,  Royat  celebrated  hot  springs,  all  these  places 
surround  the  capita!  of  Auvergne,  Clermont-Ferrand,  at  the  foot  of  the  Puy- 
de-Dome  (1.463  meters)  which  possesses  the  magnificent  cathedral  of  Notre- 
Dame  and  the  Roman  Church  of  Notre-Dame-du-Port. 

We  must  not  forget  to  mention  such  remarkable  places  as  Issoire,  Saint- 
Nectaire  and  its  waters,  in  fine  Le  Puy,  one  of  |the  most  extraordinary  towns 
of  France,  in  the  neighborhood  of  which  is  found  the  castle  of  Chavagnac 
where  the  illustrious  La  Fayette  was  born. 

In  the  region  of  Cantal  one  will  admire  the  delightful  valleys  of  the  Cere, 
of  the  Jordanne,  and  of  the  Maroune.  The  valley  of  the  Cere  holds  the  hot 
spring  of  Vic-sur-Cere  and  the  climatic  resort  of  the  Lioran. 

Aunllac  and  Mauriac  are  interesting  towns,  as  well  as  Saint-Flour  in  the 
neighborhood  of  which  is  the  bold  viaduct  of  Garabit.  An  ancient  town,  Salers, 
justly,  attracts  the  attention  of  all  archeologists  and  artists. 


REGION  11. 


RHONE  VALLEY 


PONT  d’arC  : THE  ARCHED  BRIDGE,  AN  OPENING  BORED  IN  A ROCK 
BY  THE  RIVER  ARDECHE.  A REMARKABLE  CURIOSITY 

The  Valley  of  the  Rhone,  with  its  rich  flowers  and  great  cities  is  the  historic 
highway  of  France  The  Saone  and  the  Rhone,  meeting  here,  join  their  waters 
and  flow  together  to  the  sea,  by  glorious  cities  where  Roman  temples,  theatres 
acqueducts,  and  triumphal  arches  are  found  side  by  side  with  the  cathedrals, 
castles  and  ramparts  of  the  middle-ages. 

Important  sights.  — Lyons,  at  the  junction  of  the  Rhone  and  the  Saone,  is 
the  second  city  of  France  and  an  industrial  centre  of  the  first  order,  the  impor- 
tance of  which  |has  been  tripled  by  the  war.  The  monuments  and  museums 
are  of  the  greatest  interest.  Bellecour  Place,  Fourviere  Hill,  and  the  Park 
<!  Tete  d Or  » are  particularly  worth  seeing. 

Samt-Etienne,  is  a great  industrial  centre,  near  which  are  the  gorges  of  the 
Loire  and  Mt.  Pilat  (1.434  meters). 

Valence  has  many  historic  monuments.  At  Vienne  is  the  ancient  temple 
of  Auguste  and  Livie,  and  the  cathedral  Saint-Maurice. 

On  the  right  bank  of  the  Rhone  in  the  curious  Cevennes  Mountains,  is  the 
famous  resort  of  Vals-les-Bains,  with  the  basalt  causeway  ofThueyts  and  the 
Montpezat  and  Jaujac  volcanoes.  A little  lower  down  is  Ruoms  with  its 
« Arched  Bridge  »,  a gigantic  natural  arcade  58  metres  across,  and  the  cele- 
brated gorges  of  the  Ardeche. 


REGION  12. 


FRENCH  ALPS 


CHAMONIX  AND  MONT  BLANC  (4.81 0 METERS) 

ONE  OF  THE  GREAT  CENTRES  OF  ALPINE  CLIMBING  IN  FRANCE 

A country  of  glaciers  and  torrents,  and  soon  perhaps,  owing  to  the  enor- 
mous strength  of  waterfalls  («  la  houille  blanche  »),  the  most  powerful  indus- 
trial region  in  all  France,  Savoy  and  Dauphine,  which  combine  the  chief  beau- 
ties of  French  Alps,  have  been  for  a long  time  the  rendez-vous  of  all  tourists 
and  Alpinists  of  the  world  and  of  lovers  of  winter  sports. 

Let  us  mention  in  Savoy  : Evian-les-Bains,  an  elegant  town  rising  like  an 
amphitheatre  above  the  Lake  Leman  not  far  from  the  lovely  town  of  Thonon- 
les-Bains.  Annecy,  an  old  and  picturesque  town  on  the  margin  of  the  delight- 
ful lake  of  the  same  name.  I hones  and  the  Col  des  Aravis,  Megeve,  predes- 
tined place  for  winter  sports.  Saint-Gervais  the  hot  springs  of  which  are 
every  day  more  renowned.  Chamonix,  the  most  celebrated  of  Alpine  centres 
at  the  foot  of  the  mont  Blanc.  Aix-les-Bains,  a fashionable  hot  spring  resort, 
between  Mont  Revard  and  the  Lac  du  Bourget.  Chambery  the  capital  of 
Savoy  with  its  Chateau-des-Ducs.  Salins-Moutiers  and  Brides-les-Bains,  hot, 
spring  resorts  of  great  importance.  Pralognan,  Bourg-Saint-Maurice  and 
Val-d  Isere  where  one  finds  the  highest  summit  on  the  Road  of  the  Alps. 

Let  us  mention  in  Dauphine  : Grenoble,  in  an  admirable  site.  Saint- 
Pierre-de-Chartreuse,  in  the  most  lovely  alpine  site  that  one  can  dream  of; 
Ullage  and  Allevard  with  their  celebrated  waters.  Le  Bourg  d Oisans  in  the 
marvellous  valley  of  the  Oisans.  La  Grave,  at  the  foot  of  theMeije  (3.982  m.) 
and  of  the  Pelvoux.  1 he  Lautaret  celebrated  for  its  flora,  and  endly  Brian^on 
the  old  French  citadel  which  rises  opposite  the  mountains  of  Piemont. 


REGION  13. 


PYRENEES,  GUYENNE,  GASCOGNE 


PONT  D’ESPAGNE  : THE  BRIDGE  OF  SPAIN,  NEAR  CAUTERETS  IN  THE  PYRENEES 
FORMED  BY  THE  JOINING  OF  TWO  TORRENTS 

A land  of  great  commerce,  of  moors  and  celebrated  vineyards,  of  great 
mountains,  sea  beaches  and  watering  places,  this  region  which  follows  the  course 
of  the  Garonne  River,  is  one  of  the  most  favored  in  France.  To  mention 
rapidly  the  principal  names  of  its  cities  is  to  record  the  renown  which  is  atta- 
ched to  them. 

Bordeaux,  the  great  commercial  and  industrial  metropolis  of  the  South- 
west, is  the  3rd  port  of  France.  Arcachon  is  a winter  resort  and  bathing  place 
of  the  first  order,  on  the  border  of  a large  gulf  called  the  Basin  of  Arcachon, 
Dax,  a pretty  town  on  the  banks  of  the  Adour  Cape-Breton,  famous  for 
its  sea-bathing,  situated  near  the  well-known  lake  of  Ossegor.  Bayonne, 
a large  ancient  city,  port  and  stronghold.  Biarritz,  the  winter  bathing 
place,  known  the  world  over.  Saint-Jean-de-Luz,  a charming  resort  of  great 
popularity.  Hendaye,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Bidassoa  river,  opposite  the  Spanish 
towns  of  Fontarabie,  Cambo-les-Bains,  a reputed  resort.  Saint-Jean-Pied- 
de-Port,  near  the  famous  pass  of  Roncevaux. 

Sahes-de-Bearn,  Orthez,  Pau,  the  ancient  capital  of  Bearn,  with  its  splendid 
panorama  of  the  Pyrenees.  Laruns,  Lourdes,  the  most  celebrated  pilgrimage 
in  the  world,  Cauterets,  Saint-Savin,  Luz  and  Saint-Sauveur,  near  the  famous 
circus  of  Gavarnie,  are  world-renowned  resorts.  Bareges,  Bagneres-de-Bigorre, 
Capvern  near  the  most  beautiful  cathedral  of  the  region,  that  of  Samt- 
Bertrand  of  Comminges. 

Tarbes,  La  Reole,  Moissac,  Agen,  Auch,  beautiful  cities,  well-known  for 
their  industries,  and  their  old  monuments. 


REGION  14.  — PYRENEES,  LANGUEDOC 


THE  CITY  OF  CARCASSONNE,  THE  MOST  COMPLETE  SPECIMEN 
OF  THE  FORTIFICATIONS  OF  THE  MIDDLE-AGES 

I his  splendid  region  of  art  and  southern  riches,  like  the  preceding, 
can  be  described  only  by  rapidly  naming  its  principal  cities. 

First  of  all  is  Toulouse,  a large  and  beautiful  city  on  the  Garonne. 
Here  also  is  Luchon,  a watering  place  known  throughout  the  smart  world, 
with  Superbagneres  and  its  cog-wheel  railway,  Salies-du-Salat,  a watering 
place;  Saint-Lizier,  an  old  town  with  ramparts;  Aulus  the  centre  for  excur- 
sions in  the  Ariegeoises  Pyrenees. 

From  Toulouse  to  Ax-les-Thermes,  by  Pamiers  and  Foix,  a picturesque 
trip;  passing  by  the  watering  place  of  Ussol  one  arrives  at  Cerdagne,  and  the 
Andorre,  by  Mt.  Puymorens  (1.918  meters). 

Perpignan,  leads  towards  the  Spanish  frontier,  passing  by  the  charming 
towns  of  Argeles,  Banyuls,  Colhoure,  and  Port-Vendres.  At  Bourg-Madame, 
one  reaches  the  highest  point  in  Europe  (1.592  meters)  which  has  yet  been 
attained  by  any  electric  line.  Prades,  the  baths  of  Molitz,  Villefranche-de-Com 
flent,  a curious  little  fortified  town.  Vernet-les-Bains  a famous  bathing  place; 
Montlouis  and  its  citadel ; Font-Romeu  with  a great  hotel,  1 .850  meters  elevation. 

Passing  by  Elne  to  Arles-sur-Tech,  one  reaches  the  smiling  region  of  the 
Vallespiz,  Le  Boulon  and  Amelie-les-Bains. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  places  in  all  France  is  Carcassonne  with  its 
marvellous  old  walled-city,  near  which  are  Narbonne,  Beziers  and  Cette  the 
great  industrial  centres.  Albi  with  its  fortified  gothic  cathedral.  Castres, 
Lamalou-les-Bains,  Rodez  with  its  magnificent  cathedral.  Conques  and  its 
Prisons:  Millau,  Mende,  point  of  departure  for  excursions  to  the  gorges  of  the 
Tarn,  and  Montpellier-le-Vieux,  with  its  fantastic  rocks. 


REGION  15. 


PROVENCE 


LE  PONT  DU  GARD  : 

THE  BRIDGE  OVER  THE  GARD,  A MARVEL  OF  ANCIENT  ARCHITECTURE 


Country  of  colour  and  gaiety,  Provence,  with  her  olive  woods,  her  sunlit 
spaces,  her  houses  partly  in  deep  shadow,  partly  in  blinding  light,  the  chirping 
of  her  cicadas  in  the  warm  evenings,  has  a wonderful  power  on  artistic  souls. 
She  is  full  of  ancient  history  and  boasts  of  a number  of  old  and  interesting 
monuments  ? 

There  is  Orange  with  its  Arch  of  Triumph  and  its  Roman  Theatre  of  grand 
proportions  — • then  Avignon  with  its  Pope’s  Palace,  Samt-Benez  Bridge  and  its 
girdle  of  ancient  walls  and  39  towers  — Tarascon,  that  possesses  the 
« Castle  of  King  Rene  » (15  th  Century),  Samt-Remy-les-Antiques  ; Beaucaire 
and  its  fortified  castle  ; Arles,  where  there  are  numbers  of  Roman  and 
mediaeval  monuments  and  where  the  beauty  of  women  is  proverbial.  Mont- 
majour  (old  abbey  built  in  the  6 th  Century)  Les  Samtes-Maries-de-la-Mer  with 
their  fortified  church  of  the  12  th  Century — Les  Baux  mediaeval  city  almost 
in  ruins  — Les  Martigues  a very  picturesque  sea-port. 

And  Nimes  with  its  Roman  monuments,  its  arenas,  its  « square  house  », 
its  Diana  Temple,  its  « Magne  Tower  ».  Not  far  is  the  magnificent  aqueduct, 
the  « Pont  du  Gard  » — Aigues-Mortes,  its  fortified  walls,  the  most  perfect 
specimen  of  military  architecture  in  the  13  th  Century.  And...  but  who  will 
ever  tell  all  the  marvels  of  Provence? 


REGION  16. 


RIVIERA  AND  CORSICA 


A GENERAL  VIEW  OF  NICE.  BAIE  DES  ANGES  : ANGELS’  BAY, 

ONE  OF  THE  MOST  BEAUTIFUL  CORNERS  OF  THE  AZURE  COAST 

Country  of  everlasting  spring,  Isle  of  Beauty.  From  Marseilles  to  the  Italian 
frontier,  along  the  Mediterranean  coast,  stretches  a land  of  fairy-like  scenery 
where  the  sea  and  the  mountains  compose  the  most  marvellous  sites,  adorned 
with  orange  and  lemon  trees,  palms  and  laurels  and  all  sorts  of  flowers. 

Interesting  sights  : Marseilles  - — • called  « the  Door  of  the  East  » — the  first 
sea-port  of  France,  and  after  Paris  the  town  of  gaiety,  movement,  exube- 
rance. Toulon,  military  port,  protected  by  fort-covered  mountains.  Hyeres, 
winter  resort,  4 km.  inland.  Saint-Raphael,  summer  and  winter  resort ; Agav 
and  Le  Trayas,  centres  in  the  Esterel  mountains;  Cannes  the  fashionable  and 
aristocratic  resort,  with  marvellous  gardens  and  villas;  Antibes,  just  like  a vast 
hothouse  full  of  exotic  flowers.  Nice  the  main  centre  of  the  Azure  Coast, 
celebrated  for  her  climate  and  attractions.  Beaulieu,  winter  station.  Monaco, 
chief  city  of  the  principality  of  Monaco  (museum);  Monte-Carlo,  fashionable 
resort,  casino,  theatre,  gardens  and  terraces  of  a fairy-like  aspect.  Menton 
protected  by  mountains  covered  with  lemon  trees,  close  by  Cape  Martin;  a few 
hours  in  the  steamer  from  Nice  and  there  is  Corsica,  the  island  of  picturesque 
mountains  and  beautiful  flowers,  where  Napoleon  was  born  Many  interesting 
towns,  Ajaccio,  Bonifacio,  Corte,  Calvi,  Sartene,  Bastia.
